Apaches. 
The society of Arizona pio- 


neers and G. A. B. acted as an escort.

I'HAISE TO THE DESERVING. ' 
On this occasion Ihave but one re- ' 


gret, and that is, that the officere and 1 
soldiers 
who were engaged 
in that

some of whom

their lives in helping 
to secure peace ! 
for this territory, cannot be present to 
witness 
this 
manifestation 
of 
your . 
gratitude ; and I would be 
less than 


worthy to command 
such 
men did I 1 
not on this, 
as on all similar occa- J 
sions, accord to them the fullmeasure 


' 


of praise which their faithful services 
bo richly deserve. 


For the past twenty years, although 


the majority of the people 
of this 1 
country have enjoyed blissful 
peace, 


yet the life of our army has been one 
of almost constant warfare ; and none ' 
can appreciate better than you, whose 
homes 
are scattered 
through onr re- | 


mote frontier, the dangers and duties 
of this vanguard of civilization. 
If there is a difficult problem in 


military science it is the subjugation 
of a mountain 
race, and 
few if any 


have been trained to war for a greater 
number of years than tins Apache In- 
dians, who for generations 
past bail 


roamed over this Territory like a fear- 
ful scourge. 
To give 
the largest 
de- 


gree 
of protection 
to the 
scattered 


settlements 
of Arizona 
and 
New- 


Mexico, and at the same 
time 
to so 


organize and distribute the available 
military force as 
to fight, harrass 


and pursue a body of ruthless 
wai- 


riors over two thousand 
miles of the 


most rugged mountain 
country 
upon 


tlie face of the globe and 
force them 


to surrender, 
was indeed 
a difficult 
task; and 
there 
never 
was 
more 


laborious 
or faithful service 
rendered 


by any body of 
troops 
than 
that of 


the officers and soldiers 
who, in those 


four weary months of the summer of 
1880 by their 
spirit and 
fortitude 


alone, secured 
permanent 
peace 
for 


your Territory. 


Regarding 
that 
campaign 
I need 


not remind you?many 
of whom 
are 


pioneers of civilization, many of whom 
have 
lost relatives 
and 
friends, and 


whose homes have been 
made 
deso- 


late through Indian depredations, 
and 


all of whom must remember 
the 
ter- 


rorism which prevailed 
among your 


people; of the 
changed 
condition of 


affairs 
which 
has 
been 
wrought in 


your midst. 


TAKING THE COMMAND. 


Itwas iii April, 1880,-that I was as- 


signed to the command of this 
mili- 


tary department, a trust 
unexpected 


ana unsolicited, yet I fully realised 
the decree of responsibility 
and 
the 


obstacles 
that were to he encountered. 


At lirst I found 
much 
difficulty in 


Communicating 
across those 
almost 


impassable mountains, but when 
we 


had established 
a system of observa- 


tion and communication, 
by which we 


could 
send 
messages 
six hundred 


miles in four hours, I felt convinced 
that we were making this country 
un- 


tenable for hostile Indians, who 
con- 


ceived those flashing mossages 
of the 


sun from peak to peak on 
mountain 


tops to be the work of spirits rather 
than men. 
Itis true that 
savage 
conning may 


devise means 
to deceive and mislead, 


" 


but that savages possess 
one element 


of strength 
which the fortitude and 


skill of our civilized race cannot 
cir- 


cumvent and overcome, 
is an unjust 


reflection upon our intelligence and a 
libel on truth. 
The result 
of all In- 


dian wars has been the subjugation 
ot 


the Indian tribe involved; and Inever 
' 


had but one opinion and one faith, 
from first to last, regarding the 
re- 
sult, 
which was finally fulfilled in the 


absolute 
surrender 
of" Geronimo and 


Natchez and their followers. 
I also became 
convinced that there 


could be no 
permanent 
peace 
and 


security in this part ofour country ex- 
cept in one way, namely: the capture 
and 
complete 
disarmament 
of the 


hostilt's, and the removal far beyond 
the limits of your Territory of the en- 
tire body of those Indians; not 
only 


those on the warpath but 
also 
those 


who were giving the hostiles aid and 
support, and 
who were living in a 
state of 
semi-hostility on the 
Indian 


reservation. 
Finally wdien that was 


accomplished I felt that the citizens 
of Arizona and New Mexico could en- 
joya lasting respite from Apache dep- 
redations, 
and the military could be 
relieved 
from the 
interminable, 
dan- 


gerous and 
laborious service 
of con- 


tending with that dreadful foe of civ- 
ilization. 


PUBLIC APPRECIATION. 


Facts 
in your history cannot 
be 


erased, and your people prove by this 
demonstration 
to-day that they appre- 


ciate in its fullest 
degree what has 


been 
accomplished 
for you by the 
soldiery of the Government. 
Only a 


short time 
ago I was a stranger 
to 
your people, but no one coulunave 
received more generous 
support 
than 
Idid at the time wdien Iwas encoun- 
tering the worst 
difficulties and 
ob- 


stacles in that campaign. 
Frequently . 
Ireceived 
messages 
and 
valuable in- 


formation 
from citizens 
sent at their : 


expense, 
showing the lively zeal and i 
interest they felt in the result of the 
military operations. , 


Indeed, Imust not forget to testify , 


on this occasion 
to the energetic 
co- , 


ojieration of your officials, as well as 
that of the people at large, and espe- . 
cially to the kindly agency 
of the , 


press. 
I wish 
to say, 
also, in the 


presence 
of the representatives 
of the 


Mexican 
Republic, 
that while 
our 


troops 
had successfully 
engaged 
the I 
hostiles on several occasions 
and con- ] 


tinued the pursuit incessantly, the ac- < 
tive operations of the Mexican troops < 
rendered 
material 
aid, and the per- ; 


sonal co-operation of the distinguished i 
Governor 
Torres, 
of Sonora, 
was of 


great assistance. 


While Arizona may 
have 
suffered , 


severely 
from Indian depredations, 
( 


yet her history is not unlike that of | 
many of her 
sister Territories 
and . 
States, 
and I trust that 
her progress 


now in the 
peaceful advancement 
of 


civilization may be 
more rapid than 


that ofany other 
State 
or Territory ( 


before. 
Surely your people have borne t 
with great patience and 
fortitude the I 
serious losses incident 
to the yearly 1 
depredations and cruelties 
of hostile < 
Indians; 
and Itrust henceforth 
they I 


may receive the same 
protection 
and I 


be afforded the full security guaranteed t 
to all people 
of other 
parts of 
the t 


country, and that they may 
continue 


in the rapid development 
of those 
1 
vast resources with which 
they have < 
been by nature so richly endowed. 


Arizona's prospects. 


As Arizona appears 
to bo the last ( 


section of our country 
to be rescued 
i 
from the ravages 
and control of the I 
Indian race, I trust she may receive i 
tiie special care and protection 
of the i 


Federal government. 
Her long line t 


of Mexican frontier will necessitate 
1 


the government's occupation 
so 
long 1 
as that shall be a part of our national f 
boundary. 
Her inestimable resources \ 
of mineral 
wealth, 
her 
productive I 
soil, her fertile valleys and lifegivingc 
mountain regions, all make it a land i 
of general 
interest 
and 
a 
place to 


which capitalists, home builders 
and 


healthseekers 
must find their way. 


On the same latitude of Southern 
Cal- 


ifornia, 
and 
those 
most 
fertile 


States 
in the 
East, 
Arizona 
is.

land 
of 
great 
promise, 
and !

it becomes

that gold, silver, copper and

The comm ittee appointed by the 
churches of the city m et on Monday 
night at the Trinity M. E. Church 
South, to take action regarding the 
coming city election. T he m eeting 
wax called to order by Dr. J. P. W id- 
nev, Chairman of the original com­ 
m ittee. 
R ev. 
W . 
J. 
Chichester 
opened the m eeting with prayer. The 
call issued by the committee ap­ 
pointed at the m eeting at the Vort 
Street M. E. Church on the previous 
Monday night was read. 
Members of th e committee ap­ 
pointed by the several churches were 
reported as follow s: 
First Congregational Church, Rev. 
C. S. Uzzeli, pastor, and Jam es R. 
Townsend; Church of the Unity, Rev. 
E ly Fav and Frank (irovner; Simp- 
M.’ E. Church, R evs. E. W. Caswell 
and A. M. H ough; African M. E. 
Zion Church, Rev. F. Brown, and C. 
O. 
B enjam in; 
Third 
Presbyterian 
Church, ltey. W. C. Stevens; African

eran Church, Rev. C. W. Heisler and 
J. E. Seeley; Reorganized Church of

Mrs. L. P. More, Mrs. Lucy Blanch­ 
ard, m embers of the original com m it­ 
tee, and a num ber of other ladies 
were present. 
A communication from the First 
Presbyterian Church was read stating 
that it did not see its way clear to 
take official action in appointing m em ­ 
bers to the m eeting, but it was in 
hearty sym pathy with the cause of 
temperance or prohibition, and that 
individual m em bers will actively par­ 
ticipate in the m ovement. 
Rev. W. J. Chichester was present 
and expressed his desire to eo-operate 
with tire comm ittee in his individual 
capacity. 
Dr. YVidney stated in reply to an in­ 
quiry that th is m ovem ent is not a 
third party prohibition 
m ovem ent, 
but is an uprising of the temperance 
people without regard to creed or poli­ 
tics, for the purpose of overthrowing 
the saloons. 
Dr. J. P. W idney then resigned h is 
position as chairman of the committee 
and 
was 
unanim ously 
re-elccted. 
U licli Knoch was re-elected Secretary. 
The President made a brief adui ess 
in substance as follows: For years he 
had felt that little could be done in 
this direction, but now he believed 
that the tim e is come for aggressive 
temperance work. 
During the years 
of the war that subject absorbed the 
attention and strength of the nation ; 
since then it has been compelled to 
rest, but now it is ready to take up 
the question. 
There is no issue be­ 
tween the two old parties save a 
squabble for office, as a Republican 
he felt privileged to abuse h is own 
party. 
As a comm ittee from the 
various churches, we are present to­ 
night to discuss this question from 
every 
point of 
view, and decide 
wdiether we shall take action or n o t, 
the question has often come to m e. 
shall the Christian Church combat 
evil in every form and fail to oppose 
the greatest of all ? 
J. R. Townsend then made a brief 
speech referring to a clause in the 
State Constitution, giving cities and 
towns local option in this State, and 
th e only thing necessary is to elect a 
Council who will pass an ordinance 
prohibiting the saloons, and elect offi­ 
cers who will enforce such an ordin­ 
ance. 
. 
Reverend C. W . H eisler and C. O. 
Benjamin m ade a few remarks in re­ 
gard to the political attitude of the 
committee. 
Jam es R. Townsend presented a 
resolution and m oved its adoption. 
This provoked considerable discus­ 
sion. 
R. R. H aines was called upon to 
give an estim ate of the proportion of 
crim e 
resulting 
from 
the 
use 
of intoxicants; he stated that Judge 
C heney, not long since, while passing 
sentence upon a horse-thief, said from 
the bench that nine-tenths of the 
case» thattwere tried before him were 
directly the cause of the use of liquor. 
Judge O’ Mel veny said that three- 
fourths of all crim es in his experi­ 
ence were due to the saloon. 
Mr. 
H aines also quoted Sheriff Kays and 
others and said that the cost of the 
saloon to the tax-payers was enorm ­ 
ous. 
The murder case above cost the 
County $7,000. 
Dr. W idney Jthen said that he had 
long regarded it as foolish to draw- 
party lines at m unicipal elections and 
that he favored the resolution. 
Rev. 
C. M. Moore oxpressed him self as 
warmly in favor of the resolution and 
the action contemplated by it. 
Rev. W. J. Chilhester believed it 
would be a w ise m ovem ent. 
R ev. Eli Foy spoke 
forcibly 
of 
arousing the Christian sentim ent of 
the city in favor of the resolution. 
Rev. S. L. Spencer said he was 
Prohibitionist from the crown of his 
head to the heels of his boot, but was 
heartily in sym pathy with the action 
of the committee and the resolution 
under discussion. 
Rev. Mr. Chichester suggested 
am endment to the pre-amble, calling 
attention to the fact that a political 
issue is at stake in the municipal 
election. 
The 
pream b le 
was 
so 
amended. 
T he resolution was then 
unanim ously adopted as follow s: 
_ 
W h e r e a s, The saloon is productive 
of great hafrn to the city of Los An­ 
geles, creating a large proportion of 
all the crim e, increasing our taxes, 
and degrading and destroying our citi­ 
zens, and 
W iikrkas, The Supreme Court of 
our State has decided that a city has 
the power to enact and enforce an or­ 
dinance prohibiting the sale of intox­ 
icating beverages, and 
W hereas, 
It is desirable that a 
united effort be made by all tem per­ 
ance men to secure the passage arnl 
enforcement of such an ordinance, 
and 
Whereas, There am no political is­ 
sues at stake in a m unicipal election, 
and there are m any temi>ornnce men 
in each of the political parties; there­ 
fore, l>e it 
Renulved, 
That a convention be 
called to m eet on the 14th uay of this 
month at 8 o ’clock i*. m. for the p u r 
pose of nominating a full city ticket of 
good men, without regard to their po­ 
litical affiliations, who are pledged to 
enact and enforce an ordinance pro­ 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating bev­ 
erages in the city of I /» Angeles. 
The original committee of five, with 
the addition of Jesse Yarnell, was 


given full power to make arrange­ 
ments as to place, tim e and hour of 
meeting. 
Home discussion ensued in regard to 
the gospel temperance m eeting to be 
hela next Sunday evening at the pa­ 
vilion, and all present were urged to 
advertise the m eeting in every way 
possible. 
After some fvrtlier remarks on tim e 
and place for holding convention, the 
com m ittee adjourned.

jialnle, inthe Passage between the throatand 
head, adhering totlie parts withgluish tenac- 
ity, 
its lodgment 
embarrasses 
respiration 
and creates 
a sensation id irritationand un- 
easiness in the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and almost 
irresistible 
de- 
sire to relieve 
that discomfort by drawing 
the mucus iuto the throat so as to eject itby 
the mouth. 
This practice, popularly known 
as "hawking," is characteristic 
of catarrh, 
and 
proves 
ns embarrassing 
to the one af- 
fected 
as it is disagreeable 
to those 
around 
him. 
Again, the offensive matter 
hardens 
and 
deposits itself on the membrane In the shape 
of dry, hard 
concretions, 
which are 
dis- 
charged by way of the nostrils or throat la 
lumps or fragments of a deep green tint. In 
some cases 
these 
Incrustations 
aeeumulate 
to such an extent as toform a regular plug 
inthe nose, which obstructs 
breathing ana 
produce 
scriotiß 
discomfort. 
So firmly do 
these 
incrustations adhere 
to the point of 
attachment 
that their removal usually re- 
quires the most violent efforts; not unfre- 
queutly they have to be torn from the mem- 
brane. 
Occasionally a solid cast 
of notable 
size Is expelled, on which there are generally 
truces of blood, but in some cases 
the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, 
beiugof exact 


shape of the nasal cavity. This condition is 
indicative 
of 
ulceration, 
which, in time, 
(nay destroy the tsiuy structure 
of the nose 
and produce a subsequent flattening of that 
organ. 


Cases are occasionally 
met with inwhich 


a thick, viscid, slimy secretion 
coats 
the 
membrane 
of the nasal 
cavities and then 
putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpowering, aud sufficiently fetid 
to poison the atmosphere 
of a whole room; 
aud there are others in which all the secre- 
tions of the membrane are suspended, 
caus* 
ing an unpleasant 
feeling 
of drvness, 
heat 
and feverishucss 
iv the head 
and 
uose?a 
condition 
popularly 
known 
as 
"Dry 


Catarrh." 
The disease 
speedily 
extends 
to the ail 
cavities of the bones of the 
forehead 
and 
face, giving rise to a dist essiug sensation of 
heavy weight or compression 
over the fore- 
head, especially in the region above and be- 
tween the eyes, and to a feeling 01 fulness, 
heat, irritation, sor ness or pai 
Inthe nos- 
trils near the root of the nose, as well as in 
the upper part of the throat, above 
aud be- 
hind the soft 
palate. 
Sometimes 
there is 
pain obstinately 
fixed iv some particular 
part, as in the temple, on the top of the 
head, at the back of the neck, or behind the 
orbits, and, occasionally, 
pain manifests 
itself in the face 
of so severe a character 
that itis frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath Is always tainted, aud at times 
assumes au 
xceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. 
In some cases it becomes 
so rcvolt- 
iugly offensive as to render 
the sufferer an 
object 
of disgust 
to himself 
as well as to 
others. 


The nasal 
membrane 
is thickened 
and 
conjested, 
causing the nose to be stopped up, 
sonic-times 
on one side, sumctiuies 
ou the 
other, and often 
ou both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, 
stuffy 
sensation 
in the head, 


and 
occasioning 
violent and 
prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and huskr. 
or of a nasal character, 
displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality, 
oftentimes 
there is a con- 
tinuous hoarseness 
and discordance, 
There 
is 
also a sense 
of Irritation In the part, 
and frequent attempts 
loclear the throat of 
phlegm, producing the sound "hem," more 
or 
less forcibly. 
In Some 
cases 
patient* 
complain of an uncomfortable 
feeling of 
fullness 
or a choky senaatlon In the throat, 
and in others id v distressing 
and almost 
constant dryness, for the temporaly relief of 
which 
they 
have 
to swallow frequentl" 
Others; again, speak 
of a constant 
bad or 
nauseous 
taste In the mouth oi throat. 
The stomach generally suffers more or less 
and becomes 
weak and 
irritable; the appe- 
tite is capricious and nearly always baa in 
the morning. The patient is languid, unable 
to perform 
mental or physical 
labor with 
the usual facility, is nervous, 
depressed 
in 
spirits, at times fearful, timid, agitated and 
inclined to drowsiness 
and sleep, the mem 
ory weakened 
and permanent 
impairment 
seriously threatened. 
The 
mucous membrane 
soon 
become* 
morbidly 
sensitive 
to unfavorable 
influ- 
ences, and in spite of the 
inmost care 
be- 
comes affected from the 
slightest 
causes, 
so 
that at last a breath of wind upon the lining 
of the nose or throat becomes 
productive of 
a cold, and gives rise to serious disturbances 
of the respiratory organs. 
Thus the patient 


is subject 
to frequent 
mid repeated 
colds, 


each attack aggravating the disease 
by giv- 
ing its new impulseand involving n larger 
extent of surliiee than its predecessor. 
In 
this manner the difficulty spreads from or- 
gan to organ, invading the 
throat, 
larnyx, 


trachea 
and 
bronchia] 
tubes, 
until en- 


croaching further 
and 
further, it reaches 
the tiner ramifications of the bronchi, when 
but Islight impulse is required to send itto 
the lungs. 
Catarrh may, and often 
does, 


affect olher orgaus 
in the 
body, especially 


those contain aga mucousmembrane, 
such 
as the stomach, bowels, 
kidneys, etc. 
Bythe employment of proper luhulations 
in the form of medicated 
vapor fnot steam
